"Space Grass" in Arkansas (Again) By Lucius Farish

What, yourmay well ask, is "space grass?" Well, for those not fam— 
iliar with the term, it is the name given to the fine strins of alum 
inum foil which are often found in UFO Slap areas. Although it has 
turned up in vericus places for a number cr years, it was not, given its 
present designation until West Virginia farmers began finding it in 
sizeable quantities in 1506-87. Tuey promptly dubbed the stuff "outer 
spece grass." 

In May .1967 Researcher « Tohn 4, Keol sent me a sample of the West Vir-~ 
ginia "grass." ‘This particular haten-was found "covering several acres 
of farmland after a serivs of iow-isvel UFO sightings" in Mason County, 
W. Va., in November, 1945. Atcerding to Keel, the W. Va. State. Police 
analyzed the material in their ishs and found it to be composed of alun-- 
inum and traces of magnesium. Ie. was neither radioactive or magnetic. 
Upon examining samples of the "cnarr” (foil strips) used ‘by the Ai 
Force. as radar Maecoys , " Keel stated that "space grass" was something 
completely’ different. Having seen both "spece grass" and "chaff" myself, 
I agree 

My next - encounter with the fcil’came in September, 1967, when a far- 
mer living near Pigget, Arkansas, sent me.a sample of the material he 
had found on his farm during the preceding month. During March, 1957, 
his farm had been a focal point for UFO manifestations, although the 
objects were seen throughout Northeastern Arkansas, both in the air ann 
on the ground. His sampie of "grass" seemed identical to the We. Va. var- 
iety. 

On May 23, 1970, Mildred Higgins, of Fayetteville, Arkansas, ‘found a 
"heap" of. "space ‘grass" lying ‘on a country road east of: Fayetteville. 

The material was found near a power line (and transformer), in an area 
where the country road runs between a cemetary and a church. Upon - 
sending me a sample of it, Mildred remarked that "when I picked up 

the handful of ‘space grass! it was lying in a sort of Venere. column! 
shape indicating that it had: been ‘cleanly as, as through “red 
through a tube and chopped off at a certa point." These strands of 
foil are virtually identical to the hee re ous in my possession, 
being slightly lerger than a hair in ‘width and .pproximately is inches” 
in length. 

Another Payettenitie meant has reported fincing similar foil | 
strips in his yard recently. Again, power lines ate involved, as- they 
run directly above the area where’ the material was found. In this case, 
the "grass" was scattered ebout over tHe yard, rather. than being found 
in amass. As the yard has been mowed twice | Since the discovery, . no 
retrieval of the material:is possible. 

No ‘recent UFO sightings have been reported’ in the Fayetteville area, 
although some older reports (including a car chase incident.) have been 
unearthed during investigations of the "space grass." Any later. develop- 
ments will be reported in next month's SKYLOOK, |

For decades, Dr. Bagby writes, 
astronomers have speculated that the earth in its travels through spacs 
‘might pick up small bodies and constrain them to orbit around it. From 
time to time sightings have been.made of objects that might be such 
satellites, and orbits have even been computed for them. Dr. Bagby has 
been. studying the orbital data published for artificial satellites, BuG 
he finds these have repeatedly undergone sudden drastic changes in their 
flight patterns. He points out that these changes can easily be explain- 
ed.-by- near. collisions with the miniature natural satellites, and he finds 
that the changes occur near locations where the orbits of artificial 
satellites cross those calculated for the naturel ones. He therefore
